The 
Challenge 
of  the  90's 

By  President  Richard  Alway 

St.  Michael's  has  just  completed 
its  one  hundred  fortieth  year.  Each 
of  those  years  has  brought  challenge, 
opportunity  andgrowth,  sometimes 
in  ways  we  least  expected.  The 
1980's  presented  us  with  the  chal- 
lenge of  financially  refounding  the 
College.  Underthe  leadership  of  the 
then  President,  Fr.  James  McConica, 
the  entire  St.  Michael's  community 
answered  that  challenge  not  only 
with  a  successful  Capital  Campaign 
whose  proceeds  would  provide  for 
future  growth,  but  also  with  an  in- 
creasingly generous  response  to  our 
yearly  "Annual  Fund  Drive",  and 
with  the  hard  decision  to  sell  our 
Bay  Street  lands. 

As  you  are  now  aware  from  my 
4  December  letter,  the  developer 
with  whom  we  had  entered  into  an 
agreement  has  had  to  withdraw  from 
that  agreement.  As  I  said  in  my 
letter,  the  impact  of  this  is  direct  and 
serious  and  involves  nothing  less 
than  the  future  existence  of  the 
College. 

Put  quite  simply,  the  "Chal- 
lenge of  the  1990's"  has  become  the 
survival  of  St.  Michael's.  With  the 
end  of  the  Bay  Street  property  sale 
agreement,  St.  Michael's  faces  a 
yearly  deficit  that  will  lead  to  bank- 
ruptcy within  the  decade.  We  had 
already  begun  to  meet  that  deficit

ith  the  cancellation  of  the  Bay  Street 
land  sale  agreement  the  Annual 
Fund  takes  on  increased  impor- 
tance. There  are  few,  if  any,  educational 
institutions  able  to  maintain,  without 
endowment  funds,  a  balanced  budget.  Al- 
though its  monetary  endowment  has  al- 
ways been  minimal,  St.  Michael's  has  had 
from  its  beginning  a  rich  "living  endow- 
ment" in  the  ser\'ices  of  the  Basilian  Fa- 
thers, of  the  Loretto  Sisters,  of  the  St. 
Joseph  Sisters,  of  diocesan  priests  and  of 
members  of  other  religious  communities. 
President  Richard  Alway's  recent  letter 
to  you  makes  quite  clear  that  this  "living 
endowment",  although  still  vibrant  and 
dedicated,  has  been  growing  steadily 
smaller.     There  are  young  priests  and 
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religious  preparing  to  teach  at  St. 
Michael's,  but,  as  any  reader  of  this  news- 
letter knows,  their  numbers  are  few. 

Many  elements  have  combined  to 
create  the  spirit  and  the  atmosphere  that 
make  St.  Michael's  the  distinctive  Catho- 
lic educational  institution  it  is  today. 
Among  these  elements  are  spiritual,  aca- 
demic, cultural,  social,  and  athletic  pro- 
grammes, services,  andactivities  supported 
by  the  Annual  Fund.  President  Alway 
has  candidly  presented  the  effect,  even 
now,  of  the  collapse  of  the  Bay  Street  land 
sale  on  the  College's  financial  situation. 
In  this  difficult  situation  the  St.  Michael's 
Annual  Fund,  which  is  really  the  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  College,  has  become 
more  important  than  ever  to  maintaining 


adequate  admission  scholarships  and  the 
chaplaincy  programmes,  and  to  ensuring 
the  quality  of  the  Kelly  Library  holdings 
and  of  the  unique  academic  offerings  in 
Christianity  and  Culture  and  in  Celtic 
Studies. 

The  1992-93  Annual  Fund  year  ends 
on  30  April.  To  those  who  have  already 
given,  heartfelt  thanks.  To  those  who 
have  not  yet  sent  in  a  1992-93  Annual 
Fund  gift  we  send  an  urgent  request  for 
your  help.  Our  goal  is  $600,000,  all  of  It 
needed  to  maintain  the  quality  of  the 
services,  programmes  and  activities  essen- 
tial to  the  spirit,  atmosphere  and  aca- 
demic excellence  that  make  St.  Michael's 
distinctive.

On  28  November  St.  Basil's  Church 
was  the  site  of  the  thirty-seventh  Convo- 
cation of  the  Faculty  of  Theology  of  the 
University  of  St.  Michael's  College. 

Cardinal  Gerald  Emmett  Carter, 
Chancellor  of  St.  Michael's,  presided 
over  Convocation,  presenting  diplomas 
in  theology  and  conferring  St.  Michael's 
theology  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
and  Master  of  Arts.

lion dollars  a  year  from  the  devel- 
oper; these  ceased  in  August  of  1992. 
Until  property  values  restabilize  and 
a  new  and  satisfactory  sale  agree- 
ment can  be  made,  our  challenge  is  to 
raise  $1,300,000  annually,  over  and 
above  our  regular  expected  income, 
which  includes  the  proceeds  from 
our  Annual  Fund. 

Part  of  our  five-year-survival  plan 
is  even  now  being  implemented,  and 
we  have  received  generous  commit- 
ments from  Catholic  organizations 
and  institutions  who  recognize  the 
importance  of  the  University  of  St. 


Michael's  College  to  the  Catholic 
intellectual  tradition  in  Canada, 
North  America  and  abroad.

A  central  figure  in  St.  MichaeVs  recent  history 


In  the  early  hours  of  21  January  Fa- 
ther Norman  Iversen,  C.S.B.  fell  victim  to 
a  sudden  and,  as  it  proved,  fatal  blood 
infection  which  affected  his  entire  sys- 
tem. As  with  Professor  Philippe  Lafoury 
and  Father  Michael  Sheehan, 
he  was  a  central  figure  in  the 
College's  recent  history. 

Alumni  of  the  1962  to 
1985  years  will  remember  Fr. 
Iversen  as  Treasurer  of  St. 
Michael's.  He  worked  with 
Fr.  John  Kelly  and  others  in 
the  planning,  construction 
and  furnishingof  the  addition 
to  Brennan  Hall  and  of  the 
Kelly  Library,  and  was  in- 
volved with  Fr.  Peter  Swan 
and  then-Principal  William  Dunphy  in 
renovation  plans  for  what  is  now  Alumni 
Hall. 

Fr.  Iversen's  talents  were  not  limited

to  administration.  Many  alumni  will

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St.  Michael's  loses 
valued  priest,  teacher, 
scholar,  friend 

Father  Michael  Sheehan,  C.S.B. 
1925-1992 

A  bicycling  accident  on 
23  August  took  the  life  of  Fr. 
Michael  Sheehan,  C.S.B.  4T7, 
Senior  Fellow  of  the  Pontifical 
Institute  of  Mediaeval  Studies. 
From  1953  until  his  death 
Father  Sheehan  was  a 
respected  and  revered  teacher, 
colleague  and  friend  in  the 
Pontifical  Instiuite,  in  St. 
Michael's  and  in  the 
University  of  Toronto.   His 
lectures  and  publications  on 
wills,  on  marriage  and  family 
life,  and  on  the  place  of 
women,  made  him  a  leading, 

even  pioneering,  scholar  in  several  areas  of  medieval  social 
and  legal  history.  At  the  time  of  his  death  Father  Sheehan 
was  Vice-President  of  the  Medieval  Academy  of  America 
and  would  have  become  its  President  in  two  years. 
Colleagues  and  former  students  were  preparing,  unknown  to 
him,  a  Festschrift  in  his  honour;  it  will  now  be  published  in 
his  memory.  On  27  November  members  of  the 
international  academic  community  mourned  his  death  at  a 
special  memorial  service  in  St.  Basil's  Church. 

The  Archdiocese  of  Toronto  benefited  from  his  priestly 
ministry  each  Sunday  in  the  local  parishes  and  from  his  mem- 
bership on  its  Committee  on  Sacred  Architecture,  its  Liturgical 
Committee,  and  its  Family  Pastoral  Service  Committee;  he  also 
chaired  its  Task  Force  on  Catholic  Family  Life. 
Students,  colleagues,  and  confreres  were  among  the  many 
people  who  sought  his  spiritual,  academic  and  professional 
guidance. 

He  is  sorelv  missed.

1903-1992 

When  the  Right  Honorable  Paul  Martin  died  in  September 
1992,  St.  Michael's  lost  one  of  its  most  well-known  and  illustrious 
graduates.  The  many  articles  and  comments  published  at  the  time 
of  his  death  testify  to  the  important  role  he  played  in  Canadian 
history  as  a  diplomat,  politician,  and  statesman. 

From  his  graduation  on,  Mr.  Martin  maintained  his  relation- 
ship with  St.  Michael's.  He  has  been  succeeded  at  St.  Michael's  by 
his  son  Paul  and  by  three  grandsons,  Paul,  James,  and,  at  present  a 
Freshman,  David.  Not  many  months  before  his  death  Mr.  Martin 
invited  St.  Michael's  President  Richard  Alway  to  visit  him  in  his 
home  in  Windsor,  Ont. ,  and,  even  in  this  last  illness,  showed  clearly 
his  interest  in  St.  Michael's  as  well  as  his  devotion  and  loyalty.

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  announce  the  deaths  of  Professor  Philippe  Lafaur)'  and  of  Father  James 
Morro,  C.S.B. 

Father  Morro  taught  oral  French  in  the  late  1960s  while  Treasurer  and  Director  of  Publications  at  the 
Pontifical  Institute.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Auxiliar}-  Bishop  of  Montreal  he  moved  to  Montreal  in  1974, 
where  he  was  chaplain  in  the  Catholic  school  system  until  his  return  to  Toronto  in  1990  to  assume  the 
duties  of  Superior  of  the  Basilian  Fathers  Residence.  His  health  began  to  fail  in  1991  and  on  10  October 
1992  he  died  in  hospital  of  cardiac  arrest. 

Professor  Philippe  Lafaur>-  came  from  France  in  1962  to  teach  in  the  St.  Michael's  French  Depart- 
ment. His  intelligence,  dedication,  energy,  and  concern  for  students  brought  him  respect,  admiration, 
and  appreciation  from  his  colleagues  and  students.  He  served  as  the  Discipline  Representative  for  the  St. 
Michael  French  Group  and  later  as  Director  of  the  University  of  Toronto's  French  Programme  in  Aix-en- 
Provence,  France.  Two  years  ago  he  was  diagnosed  as  having  cancer.  After  a  valiant  struggle  with  the 
disease,  he  succumbed  on  10  January  1993.
